"Even with the new rates 
of six. cents for first-class, 
mail and 10 cents for air, mail, 
postal seryice is still a real 
bargain," Postmaster Wolf 
declared. "For six cents you 
can send a letter to any of 
the 50 states, to any United 
States terriory or possession, 
to Canada of .Mexico, or -to 
an American serviceman sta- 
tioned anywhere in the 
world.? j .'.. 
■ Postmaster Wolf pointed 



out that the. new rate for post- 
cards will, be five cents and 
for air mail post cards eight 
cents. 

He said the added cent in 
the letter rate is a 20% in- 
crease comparend to a. 24% 
boost- in the -rates for mailing 
newspapers and magazines 
and a 34% hike for advertis- 
ing circulars, "occupant" 
mail and other material in 
the third-class category. 

The new rate of six cents 
per ounce for first class mail 
applies up to 13 ounces and 
the new rate of 10 cents per 
ounce for air mail applies up 
to 7 ounces. Under the new 
rate structure all first-class 
mail over 13 ounces and all 
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i 
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air mail oyer 7 ounces will he 
merged . into a single cate- 
gory. 

These heavier pieces of 
first-class and air mail, sub- 
ject to the single rate sched- 
ule "will be delivered by the 
fastest available means- • of 
transportation. 

A flat rate of 80 cents will 
be charged for all mail in 
this category up to one 
pound. For all mail weighing 
more than one pound, the 
present air parcel post rates 
will continue .to apply, ex- 
cept that the postage on mat- 
ters weighing between' one 
and 5 pounds will change at 
half-pound intervals rather 
than one pound intervals.

Machines To Be 
Converted Jan. 7 




The First Lake County baby 
of the year was a 7 pound 12 
ounce boy born at 3:10 a.m.

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Nearly 10,000 postage vend- 
ing machines, including those 
at Antioch Post Office, will 
be converted over the next 
three, months to reflect the 
new postage rates; Postmas- 
-ter~Joscph -Wolf-said-today— 

New postage rates- go into 
effect January 7, I960, the 
postmaster noted. The new 
rates raise first class postage 
to 6-cents on ounce, air mail 
to 10-cents an ounce, and 
postal cards to 5-cents. 

The job of converting the 
thousands of vending ma- 
chines found in post office 
lobbies 'from coast to coast is 
so massive that it will take 
several months to complete, 
the postmaster said. Five dif- 
ferent types of machines arc 
involved, he noted. 

Most of the machines now 
provide 5-cent and 4-cent 
stam ps for a nickel, quarter 
or cjlme: After the conver- 
sion, the machines will pro- 
vide 5-cent and e-cent stamps. 
A new model • will offer 1- 
cent and 6-.ccnt stamps. -^_L- 

The postmaster said that 
the vending machines located 
in the lobbies of .post offices 
are not to be confused with 
commercial vending devices 
found'in many 1 stores.— Such 
commercial machines provide 
aonargin for profit . and are 
hot controlled by the Post 
Office Department, he said. 



"Post Office ve nding ma - 
chines can be a big conven- 
jence to postal patrons," Wolf 
said.- "The devices permit 
mailers to ignore waiting 
lines at stamp sales windows 
or-to-buy-stamps-lo-mail-leU 
ters after the windows have 
closed."

Costs Up 5 Gents 

Secretary of State Paul 
Powell said today that license 
plates being sent, for the 1968 
registration period must be 
prepaid at the rate of approx- 
imately 19 cents. Mr/Powell 
said the increase in cost of 
mailing is due to a recent rul- 
ing by postal authorities con- 
cerning identification _cards 
mailed with the plates. This 
adds 5 cents to' the overall 
cost of mailing out the 1968 
plates. 

The secretary of State adds 
that there was no appropri- 
ation in his. 1968 budget for

ter in July 21st of this year> 
after the Illinois General As- 
sembly had adjourned.
